TUB MESSAGE. 


\VASHI.WTOX, December G.— Tho Pres- 


ident's message occupied more than two 
hours iu tho reading, and ia much longer 
and •cnniuersomo than was at tirat sup- 
posed it would bo. Tho following arc 
the duo; points oE tho message: 


He makes a graceful and appropriate 


reference to his illustrious predecessor 
and to tho aotioa.oE tho governments of 


_ other nations coucermug hia death. Fol- 


lowing this ho devotes more than a col- 
umn 6t this papor to a summary of oar 
relations with fowiga governments, all 
of which arc oE tho most amicable char- 
acter. That part of this review relating 
to Mexico, Chili, Peru, and Bolivia indi- 
cates that this government will employ 
its best efforts to establish peace and 
promote friendly relations with all those 
people*. Ho.realKruu tuo pjlioy of this 
gjveruiuout announced by Mr. Blame, 
that the Unite.! States must continue to 
a-isert its guarantees to the Republic of 
Colombia. 


He approves of the recommendations 


of tho Searetary of the Treasury that the 
law- authorizing silver certificate:! to be 
isanod to depositors of silver bo repeal- 
ed, on tho ground that they aro unneces- 
sary booause the National banks can fur- 
nish all the currency needed; and ho nd- 
vises that tho coinage of silver dollars be 
limited to tho discretion of.the Treasury 
Department. It is not likolv that either 
o. tuose recommendations will meet the 
approval of tho country; tho American 
people are not likely to forgo a currency 
redeemable ou demand in coin for the 
purpose of enabling private banking cor- 
porations to Jsaue their notes, not re- 
deemable m coin, to '-increase their cir- 
culation. 


He indorses the recommendation of 
Uencral bhormau for tin increase in tho 
army, aad also the recommendation for 
an increase ami reorganization of the 
navy. 


To bis great credit, the President 


thinks that tliotjrovernruout should now 
begin the policy o£ giving National aid 
to education by sotting apart a fund to 
be employed by tho States for education- 
al purposes. 


He enumerates tho recommendations 


of the postmaster-general, and tacitly ap- 
proves them, and announces that he has 
given instructions for tho proper prose- 
cution of all persons guilty of fraud in 
tbo matter of star-route postal service. 
Ue urges generally that relief be given 
to tho overburdened supreme court, and 
suggests that much of tho business trans- 
towed to the Federal courts because of 
State cou^to8

Tho trial of Fred Blank for the mur- 


der of Maria Walrath continues in the 
Circuit court. After Dr. Iiord had testi- 
fled to the nature of tho fatal injuries, 
Mrs. John Crall was called. She was 
among tuoao who cared for the injured 
woman. Mary Litney and John Litney 
were also at the Walrath house after tho 
tragedy. Thomas Flaherty testified to a 
conversation had with Blank the evening 
following the fight, in which Blank ad- 
mitted that he had struck her harder than 
he 
ought, 
but that ho didn't care 


if he had, if she didn't die. John Mc- 
Gfiffin testaBed to about the same con- 
versation. Fred Kramer and his sister 
Mary Kramer, were accidentally wit- 
nesses to the first fight between Mrs. 
Walrath and Blank, and testifled as to 
her striking at him, and ho throwing a 
stone at her, and afterwards striking her. 


The State rested and tho defense called 


Mrs. Hallett. who testified that she stood 
near Blank's house when Mrs. Walrath 
fired, and that she was struck by ono of 
tho shot. Mr. Wagner, J. Kurd and 
Christopher Kramer testified to Blank's 
reputation as a peaceable man. 


Fred Blank, the prisoner, was put 


upon thfl stand; and his narration was 
about tho same as that given on tho ex- 
amination. After Mrs. Walrath had fired 
twice at his house, ho went across the 
street, and wrested tho gun'away from 
her and her aon, and in the souffle the 
gun barrel was swung around hitting 
Mrs. Walrath the fatal blow. He ap- 
peared very calm, and answered all ques- 
tions ia the same stoical manner which 
characterizes all ot his actions.

The Pasha's llarem, Tangier. 


We had brought an interpreter, sMid 


knowing that Europfean ladies were 
•ometimes allowed to visit the harem of 
his eminence, we commissioned our 
man of words to request this favor. 
The Pasha, a handsome man of appar- 
«trtly sixty yearsof age, stepped from 
an arched door-way, and, with many a 
flirt and flutter of his voluminous mus- 
lin draperies, seated himself on the 
rug-covered divan at the upper end of 
the apartment. We rose and made a 
talam respectfully, and-'Antonio, our 
courier, made known our -petition, 
adorning it with many flowers of his 
imagination.

His head was shaved, with the 
exception of a spot behind one ear, 
from which depended a single curl— 
the lock of youth of Egypt; to keep the 
equilibrium, two large hoop ear-rings, 
adorned with a single turquoise, were 
inserted in the opposite ear. His name. 
they told me, was Solim. He received 
• coin with sublime indifference; ;ajnd 
continued his inspection of th* strange 
lady's costume. The Pasha's harem 
consisted of ladies of varying ages. 
Here were wrinkled crones—his matri- 
monial outfit at the beginning of his 
uxorious career—comfortable women in 
the prime of life, devoted to smoke and 
sweetmeats, and the odalisque of six- 
teen, already two years a wife. - They 
pitied the lonely life in -a "harem of 
one," and felt a strong sympathy for 
the poor American wives, with no sis- 
ter favorites to share their solitude and.

Home has been called woman's king- 


dom and fitly so, beeausc within its 
walls she who Is wife, mother, daughter, 
or sister, holds the scepter. "Tho 
many make the household, Ibut only one 
the home,"i'says n, poet, and in a sense his 
words are true, for in every home tho 
house-mother is the one who gives tho 
tone to the family. The family life sel- 
dom rises higher than tho mother's 
ideal will let it rise. Whatever is her 
predominant aim, tho ultimate desiro 
of her heart is revealed in her sons and 
daughters. If she is selfish, frivolous 
and full of worldly ambition, her chil- 
dren aro in a fair way to become tho 
same.

and drags herself wearily to bed. This 
is poor economy. We would persuade, 
if we could, all" the mothers who read 
this paper to take the leisure hour or 
half-hour whenever they can, oven 
though they lot something else go. It 
will bo better for their families and 
themselves in the coming days, when 
the children shall bo grown up, and 
even more than at present their mother 
shall bo their guide, companion and 
friend.—Christian at Work. 


Brain Development. 


It is not surprising to find tho un- 


learned in things medical unablo to 
understand 
that brain development, 


which of course is generally a mat- 
ter of heredity, determines charac- 
ter. Such, however, is, and must neods 
be, the fact. Whether tho mind is 
something outside matter which aots 
through or by the brain, as a musician 
may use a musical instrument, or 
whether, as some think, what wo call 
mind is simply brain function, it should 
be manifested, on consideration that 
upon the quality and conformation of a 
man's brain must depend his mental 
capacity; and consequently, also, his 
characteristics both intellectual and 
moral. Wo are not disposed to urge 
specialties of development as excuses 
for conduct because, given an average 
degree of intelligence and fairly strong 
will power, the individual ia clearly re- 
sponsible for his action; but it must not 
be forgotten that his instincts of right 
or wrong, and tho faculty of judgment 
with which ho distinguishes between 
good and evil, will be acute or dull in 
proportion as his brain is developed. 


The mind is in a large sense tho char- 


acter of the man, and as directly do- 
pendent on tho physical growth of the 
brain as tho-speed of a race horse is 
dependent on ita muscular develop- 
ment. This is not sufficiently recog- 
nized, and because it is not wo every 
now and then find silly remarks in print 
such as the following: "The convolu- 
tions of the brain may have something 
to do with tho difference between 
mediocrity and genius, but at present 
they are not recognized in tho law 
courts, and it is difficult to see how 
they can be;" with such weak and 
wide moral reflections as that "it 
would be scarcely satisfactory to a pick- 
pocket to have his brain examined, in 
order to prove to those he left behind 
that he really could not help being a 
thief!'' And yet the facts are sufficient- 
ly plain and simple, so plain and simple 
that any one should be able to under- 
stand them.—London Lancet, 


— In trying to answer the question 


how to measure hay in a mow, the 
Country Gentleman says: Four hundred 
cubic feet of hard-packed, clear timo- 
thy hay will weigh a ton; so will 500 
cubic fact of mixed clover and timothy 
hard-packed. Clover alono requires 
600 to 700 cubic feet for a ton, and 
common mixed meadow hay, including 
a large proportion of red-top and June 
grass, will require 700 to 800 feet. Tho 
weight depends somewhat upon tho 
ripeness of the hay; ripo hay is heavier 
than that made from early-cut grass.j 
No rule can therefore be given that will 
give accurately correct results; but tho 
general rule is: Multiply the length in 
yards by tho height in yards and the 
product by the width in yards- and diJ 
vidc the product by '15; tho quotient 
will be approximately the number of 
tons.
